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was sectioned and smears made from the interior of the gland. Great quantities of 
bacilli were found. No cultures or further experiments could be carried on, owing to 
lack of facilities. All other persons in the house have been placed iD quarantine and 
will be held two weeks. I have little doubt that other cases have occurred here in the 
past and not been reported, as mentioned in my letter of March 12, 1901.
